hunt for stills. One moonshine theory, 
a story of operation carried on in a 
cave in the hills, w’as abandoned after 
a search last night, and the police 
got out today tracing stream s along 
which they believed the illicit distill­ 
ing operations were carried on. 
Their search is based on the belief 
that young Ganster in his 
earlier 
wanderings through the woods had 
stumbled upon a still or th a t last Fri­ 
day in company with the girl he en­ 
countered moonshiners who ambushed 
him and his companion as they pre­ 
pared to start home from their flower- 
picking expedition. 
Major Adams, of the State police, 
conviced th at three shots were fired, 
sought signs of the two bullets which 
missed the young couple, who were 
killed by a single shot.

ON GUMP CHARGES 


Ex-Employe Says Wizard Evans 
Turned Over $25,000 For 
Purpose. 


Washington, May 21.—Charges of 
Ku Klux Klan activities in the election 
of Senator Mayfield, of Texas, par­ 
ticularly in reference to the use of 
money, occupied the attention Tues­ 
day of the Senate committee inves­ 
tigating the case. 
The use of klan 
money in the 1922 elections was de­ 
nied by N. N. Furney, cashier of 
the order’s Imperial Palace, and J. E. 
McQuinn, auditor and assistant cash­ 
ier. 
But J. Q. Jett, of W hite Path, 
Ga., a former klan employe, asserted 
the order had used money. 
Furney 
and McQuinn were emphatic in their 
statements, and Jett was equally posi­ 
tive that Imperial Wizard 13. W. Evans 
had turned over $25,000 to Furney 
for use in the Mayfield 
campaign. 
Furney denied this. 
It was impossible for any klan 
money to be used at any time for any 
purpose without his knowledge. Fur­ 
ney told the committee. 
Chairman 
Spencer asked whether the klan had 
expended any money in Texa.s, directly 
or indirectly, in the election of Sen­ 
ato r.Mayfield, Furney replied with an 
emphatic “No sir.” 
Not only did Jett insist that Im­ 
perial Wizard Evans had given Furney 
money for use in the Mayfield elec­ 
tions, but that the blan “ail the way 
down” was “stealing” klan funds and 
that all employes were “grafting.”
